The  Department  of  Education  allocated  an  award  of  $434,751  for  the 
operation  of  the  College  Work-Study  program  at  City  College.   The  award  was 
approved  by  the  Governing  Board  on  July  1,  1980,  under  the  Resolution 
No.  800701-B12.   The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  offer  students  with  great 
financial  need  financial  assistance  In  the  form  of  employment  so  that  they 
may  continue  their  education. 

City  College  has  been  allocated  an  additional  $30,225  in  College 
Work-Study  funds.

President  and  Members: 

The  Department  of  Education  allocated  an  award  of  $190,145  for 
the  operation  of  the  National  Direct  Student  Loan  program  at  City  College. 
The  award  was  approved  by  the  Governing  Board  on  July  1,  1980,  under 
Resolution  No.  800701-B2.   The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  offer  loans 
to  students  who  show  financial  need  while  attending  City  College.   The 
loans  are  interest-free  while  students  carry  at  least  a  half-time  academic 
load  at  college,  and  the  repayment  period  and  interest  (4  per  cent)  begin 
six  months  after  students  cease  to  carry  at  least  a  half-time  academic 
load  at  college.   The  program  has  been  in  operation  since  1958. 

City  College  has  been  allocated  an  additional  $8,511  in  National 
Direct  Student  Loan  funds. 

The  total  additional  program  cost  is  $9,457  and  the  sources  of 
funding  are  as  follows :

Transfer  of  $20,000  from  Appropriation  for  Contingencies 
to  Outgoing  Transfers  for  the  increase  of  the  Revolving 
Cash  Fund  from  $30,000  to  $50,000 

President  and  Members: 

By  Resolution  No.  13-25  B  CC  1,  the  Governing  Board  on  March  25,  1971 
authorized  the  establishment  of  a  $10,000  Revolving  Cash  Fund  for  the  purchase 
of  services  or  materials  of  minor  value  in  the  most  expeditious  manner. 

By  Resolution  No.  24-13B2,  the  Governing  Board  on  April  13,  1972 
authorized  the  increase  of  the  Revolving  Cash  Fund  from  $10,000  to  $30,000. 
This  increase  permitted  the  district  to  increase  the  purchasing  limit  from 
$25.00  to  $50.00,  the  limit  set  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Since  then,  the  purchasing  limit  has  been  raised  to  $100.00  and  the 
district  has  observed  the  $100.00  limit.   4,966  Revolving  Fund  Purchase  Orders 
($100  limit)  were  issued  in  fiscal  1979-80  as  compared  to  3,005  ($50  limit) 
issued  in  fiscal  1972-73. 

In  fiscal  1972-73,  district  personnel  were  reimbursed  at  a  rate  of 
eleven  (11)  cents  per  mile  for  the  use  of  their  personal  automobiles  for 
official  district  business.   For  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  rate  is  twenty- two 
(22)  cents  per  mile.   Traveling  costs  such  as  air  fare,  hotel,  meals,  etc., 
have  also  increased  substantially. 

The  increase  in  cost  and  volume  has  greatly  strained  the  Revolving 
Cash  Fund.   An  increase  in  the  Revolving  Cash  Fund  from  $30,000  to  $50,000  has 
become  necessary. 

AB  3180,  Chapter  273  Laws  of  1980  became  effective  January  1,  1981 
amending  Education  Section  85400  to  read  as  follows:   "The  governing  board  of 
a  community  college  district  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  establish  a  revolving  cash  fund  for  the  use  of  the  chief  accounting 
officer  of  the  district,  by  adopting  a  resolution  setting  forth  the  necessity 
for  the  revolving  cash  fund,  the  officer  for  whom  the  purposes  for  which  the 
revolving  cash  fund  shall  be  available,  and  the  amount  of  the  fund.   The  pur- 
poses for  which  the  revolving  cash  fund  shall  be  available  shall  include  the 
purposes  specified  in  Section  88166.   The  amount  of  the  fund  shall  not  be  more 
than  2  percent  of  the  district's  estimated  expenditures  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  and  shall  not  in  any  event  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for  any 
community  college  district.   Three  certified  copies  of  the  resolution  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools.   If  the  county  superinten- 
dent approves  the  establishment  of  the  fund,  the  county  superintendent  shall 
endorse  his  or  her  consent  on  the  resolution  and  return  one  copy  to  the  governing 
body  of  the  district,  and  transmit  one  copy  to  the  county  auditor." 

The  SFCCD  General  Fund  budget  for  1980-81  is  $57,878,298.   2%  of  the 
estimated  expenditures  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $1,157,565. 
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California  Education  Coda  Sactlon  85200  raada  In  part  as  follows:

Authorization  to  transfer  $9,100  from  the  Appropriation 
for  Contingencies  to  Other  Operating  Expenses,  District 
Administration 

President  and  Members: 

Senate  Bill  1728  (Nejedly)  Chapter  842  Laws  of  1980  became  effective 
January  1,  1981.   It  provides  that  districts  including  community  college  dis- 
tricts are  no  longer  among  those  for  whom  the  County  Counsel  must  provide  legal 
services.   This  means  that  the  City  Attorney,  who  is  the  San  Francisco  County 
Counsel,  need  not  provide  legal  services  without  fee  to  the  SFCCD  starting 
January  1,  1981.   To  date  the  legal  services  have  dealt  with  personal  injury 
liability  claims,  workers  compensation  claims,  tenure  suits,  personnel  appoint- 
ment suits,  and  construction  damage  suits  against  the  SFCCD,   During  the  period 
July  1,  1980  to  September  30,  1980  the  City  Attorney  has  provided  legal  services 
amounting  to  $12,657.95.   It  is  estimated  that  about  $25,000.00  will  be  required 
for  the  period  January  1,  1981  to  June  30,  1981.   Some  funds  are  available  for 
the  purpose,  but  an  additional  $9,100.00  will  be  required  from  the  Appropriation 
for  Contingencies. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  total  amount  budgeted   as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the  maximum 
amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures  for  the 
school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  undistributed  reserve  (appropriation 
for  contingencies)  to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure 
classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  as  amended  by  AB  2825  reads 
in  part  as  follows:  , 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and  shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to 
nonresident  students.   The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer  units.   Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and  resident  of  a  foreign  country, 
provided  that  the  nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the  exemption 
and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any 
community  college  district  may  be  so  exempted.   Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this 
subdivision  may  be  made  on  an  individual  basis. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the  succeed- 
ing fiscal  year.   Such  fee  may  be  paid  in  installments,  as  determined  by  the 
governing  board  of  the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  pursuant  to  the  preceding  paragraph 
shall  represent  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester  units  or  45  quar- 
ter units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year  (a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the  dis- 
trict for  the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the  California  Community 
College  Budget  and  Accounting  Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by 
the  projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fis- 
cal year  and  divided  by  the  average  daily  attendance  of  all  students  (including 
nonresident  students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding  fiscal  ye^r,  or 
(b)  the  current  expense  of  education  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  dis- 
tricts increased  by  the  projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer 
Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  a\  irage  daily  attendance  of 
all  students  (including  nonresident  students)  attending  all  districts  during  the 
preceding  fiscal  year.   However,  should  the  district's  preceding  fiscal  year 
average  daily  attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district  in  noncredit 
courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10  percent  of  the  district's  total  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district,  the  district  in 
calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute  instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of 
education  in  grades  13  and  14  and  average  daily  attendance  in  grades  13  and  14 
of  all  students  attending  in  the  district. 

The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  also  adopt  a 
tuition  fee  per  unit  of  credit  for  nonresidents  students  enrolled  in  more  or 
less  than  15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the  fee  determined  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  by  30  for  colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45 
for  colleges  operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding  to  the  nearest  whole 
dollar.   The  same  rate  shall  be  uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending 
any  terms  or  sessions  maintained  by  the  community  college.   The  rate  charged  shall 
be  the  rate  established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or  session  ends...."

In  cciinpl  lance  with 
Al  282)  thm   Govarning  Board  paaaad  ReNuIution  801216-B2  chanKlnR  the  rate  to 
H4  par  unit  for  tha  Spring  SaaaaCar  1981  and  the  Sumner  ScHslon  1981. 


It  haa  baan  coaputad  that  the  current  expense  of  education  In  the 
Collaga  Diviaion  (gradaa  13  and  U)  during  1979-80  was  $1,735.53.   Adjusting 
this  figure  by  the  USCPI  (1.246)  provided  by  the  Stati*  Department  of  Finance, 
produces  a  tuition  fee  of  $2,162.47  per  student.   Therefore,  for  the  Fiscal 
Yaar  1981-82,  the  per-unit  nonresident  tuition  fee  should  be  rounded  off  at

President  and  Members: 

Since  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center  was  opened  in  the  Fall 
Semester  1978,  we  have  had  contracted  janitorial  services  under  the  authority 
of  Proposition  J  of  November  2,  1976  as  contained  in  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  8.300-1. 

On  August  4,  1980  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  697-80  "concurring  with  the  Controller's  certification  that 
janitorial  building  maintenance  services  can  be  practically  performed  at  the 
Downtown  Community  College  Center  by  private  contractor  for  lower  cost  than 
similar  work  services  performed  by  city  and  county  employees." 

On  September  12,  1980  the  San  Francisco  Purchaser  of  Supplies 
received  seven  bids  in  response  to  an  advertised  invitation  to  bid  to  provide 
Janitorial  Services  and  Window  Washing  at  the  Downtown  Community  College  Center 
for  the  term  ending  June  30,  1981. 

On  October  6,  1980  the  San  Francisco  Purchaser  of  Supplies  awarded 
the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  ACE  Building  Maintenance  Co.   The  contractor 
commenced  work  on  November  1,  1980.   Subsequently  certain  disputes  and  differ- 
ences arose  with  respect  to  the  contract  proposal  to  provide  janitorial  ser- 
vices and  window  washing. 

On  November  24,  1980  the  Service  Employees  International  Union 
Local  87  filed  suit  against  the  City,  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies,  the  SFCCD, 
and  the  Contractor,  alleging  that  the  janitorial  services  contract  has  been 
improperly  awarded. 

On  December  9,  1980,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Emergency  Resolution 
No.  801209-Sl  authorizing  the  Chancellor  to  negotiate  on  or  before  December  16, 
1980  a  mutual  rescission  of  the  contract  effective  December  31,  1980. 

On  December  16,  1980,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Emergency  Resolution 
No.  801216-S6  terminating  the  janitorial  services  contract  with  ACE  Building 
Maintenance.   It  was  noted  that  sub-section  (c)(5)  of  Section  12. B. 4  of  the 
S.  F.  Administrative  Code  requires  that  all  contractors  "provide  not  less  than 
the  prevailing  wage,  working  conditions,  and  practices  generally  observed  in 
private  industries  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco"  and  it  was  also 
noted  that  ACE  Building  Maintenance  was  providing  less  than  the  prevailing 
wage,  working  conditions,  and  practices  generally  observed  in  private  indus- 
tries in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.   The  Governing  Board  instructed 
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the  ChancvUor  to  cootlnu*  "to  negotiate  a  OHJCual  rescission  provided  this 
cmn   be  sccoaplished  in  the  near  future." 

On  Deceaber  22.  1960,  the  Chancellor,  the  City,  and  the  Contractor, 
encored  into  a  autual  release  and  rescission  of  contract  whereby  It  was  agreed 
that  the  SfCCD  would  psy  to  the  Contrsctor  $5,000  in  consideration  of  a  mutual 
release  by  Che  City,  Che  SFCCD,  and  the  Contractor,  of  all  claims,  rights,  and 
obllRadons  srising  out  of  th«*  aubject  contract  provided  that  the  Contractor 
would  be  |»ald  Che  agreed-upon  compensation  ($4,276.31  per  month  for  November 
1980  and  Deceaber  1980)  for  all  services  performed  under  the  contract  prior 
*h«  effective  date  of  the  mutual  rescission. 

Also  on  Decesiber  22,  1980,  the  S.  P.  Board  of  Supervisors  by 
i%  •..-.v.i  ion  approved  the  "Mutual  Release  and  Rescission  of  Contract  for  Jani- 
torial Services,  Downtown  Community  College  Center"  and  authorized  the 
**Purchaser  Co  award  the  contract  to  the  next  lowest  reliable  and  responsible 
bidder." 

It  is  now  recommended  1)  that  the  mutual  release  and  rescission  of 
contrsct  for  a  consideration  of  $3,000  be  approved,  2)  that  Governing  Board 
Resolution  No.  801216-S6  terminating  the  contract  be  rescinded,  and  3)  that 
the  S.  F.  Purchaser  be  requested  to  award  the  contract  to  the  next  lowest 
reliable  and  responsible  bidder  so  as  to  provide  for  the  uninterrupted  opera- 
tion of  the  Do%nito%m  Community  College  Center.

Only  those  project  needs  included  in  the  previously  approved  program, 
as  well  as  mandated  requirements  (handicapped,  life,  safety  and  energy  conserva- 
tion) were  considered  for  this  submittal.  However,  certain  modifications  to 
individual  projects  were  made  due  to  changed  circumstances  subsequent  to  previous 
Governing  Board  action,  such  as  current  plans  of  the  District  concerning  future 
academic  programs  considered  in  the  light  of  anticipated  reduced  revenue;  escalat- 
ing construction  cost;  enrollment  projections;  and  utilization  standards  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Governors,  California  Community  Colleges.

Since  the  adoption  of  the  final  budget  for  fiscal  year  1980-81  by 
the  Governing  Board,  the  Centers  Division,  because  of  increase  in  demand, 
has  continuously  increased  its  offerings  in  English  as  a  Second  Language, 
eind  other  courses.   Due  to  this  increase  in  our  offerings,  we  would  be 
eligible  to  obtain  additional  funds  from  the  State  because  of  increase  in 
ADA,  over  and  above  the  number  of  ADA'S  in  the  adopted  budget.

Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  800729-B5  authorized  the  appropria- 
tion of  $131,840   for  the  Basic  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  Program  to 
participants  for  the  academic  year  1980-81.   Revisions  in  this  authorization 
may  be  accomplished  on  a  scheduled  as  well  as  ad  hoc  basis  by  means  of  a 
Progress  Report  submitted  by  the  Centers  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Education.   An  additional  authorization  of  $109,605  will  provide  us  with 
funds  necessary  for  the  remainder  of  this  academic  year. 

In  this  program  all  eligible  students  who  have  filed  an  approved 
BEOG  student  eligibility  report  will  receive  financing.   Grants  will  be 
awarded  on  the  basis  of  strict  statutory  and  Department  of  Education 
standards  which  all  participating  educational  institutions  must  follow. 

Furthermore,  starting  this  fiscal  year,  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Education  also  grants  the  awarding  institution  an  Administrative  Allowance 
of  $10  per  student  receiving  BEOG.   For  1980-81,  the  Centers  Division  estimates 
said  allowance  to  be  $4,960. 

The  total  project  cost  is  $246,405  funded  entirely  by  the  grantor. 
Matching  funds  are  not  required.

1981-82.   The  rate  established  was  $72  per  semester  unit.   Part  I  -  Nonresident 
Tuition  Fee,  Section  2  nxemptlnns  road  as  follows: 

"Section  2  -  Exemptions 

(a)  That  a  student  1)  who  is  enrolled  in  six  units  or  less,  and 
2)  who  is  an  adult  alien,  and  3)  who  is  a  refugee  who  has 
been  granted  parolee  status,  conditional  entrant  status,  or 
indefinite  voluntary  departure  status  in  accordance  with  all 
applicable  laws  of  the  United  States;  provided  that  he  or  she 
has  lived  in  the  state  one  year  immediately  prior  to  the 
residency  determination  date,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  non- 
resident tuition  fee. 

(b)  That  nonresident  students  who  are  enrolled  in  six  units  or 
less,  other  than  those  qualifying  under  (a)  above,  shall 
not  be  exempt  from  the  nonresident  tuition  fee. 

(c)  That  nonresident  students  who  are  both  citizens  and  non- 
residents of  a  foreign  country  shall  not  be  exempt  from  the 
nonresident  tuition  fee." 

This  exemption  in  Section  2(a)  to  the  nonresident  tuition  fee  was 
added  as  an  emergency  measure  on  August  19,  1980  by  Resolution  No.  800819-B8 
in  response  to  the  failure  of  AB  2619  (Chacon)  to  obtain  passage  in  the  State 
Senate.   AB  2619  would  have  extended  beyond  June  30,  1980  resident  classifica- 
tion to  refugee  adult  aliens  for  state  apportionment  and  nonresident  tuition 
fee  purposes.   Resolution  No.  800819-B8  granted  such  students  taking  six  or 
less  units,  exemption  from  the  nonresident  tuition  fee. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  under  recent  federal  legislation 
(Refugee  Act  of  1980),  refugees  now  are  able  to  adjust  their  status  with  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Services  to  that  of  a  permanent  resident  after 
living  only  one  year  in  the  United  States.  It  is  therefore  now  advisable  to 
remove  the  exemption  of  nonresident  tuition  fee  lor  refugee  adult  aliens  and 
to  count  them  as  residents  for  full  state  apportionment.

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 

SB  1352  (Marks)  was  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and  became 
effective  on  January  1,  1981  as  Chapter  1205,  Statutes  of  1980.   The  measure 
defines  various  terras  and  prescribes  procedures  to  be  used  in  establishing 
the  appropriations  limit  of  various  agencies  such  as  community  college  districts. 

Simply  stated,  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  current  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the 
change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capital  personal  income  and  change 
in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows,  "Each  year  the 
governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B 
at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen  days  prior 
to  such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  is  a  legislative  act " 

The  appropriations  limit  for  1980-81  will  need  to  be  established  at 
the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  on  April  7,  1981 
and  the  documentation  to  be  used  in  such  determination  will  need  to  be  made 
available  15  days  prior  thereto,  or  on  March  23,  1981.

On  November  20,  1979,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution 
No.  791120-Bl  to  make  tax  sheltered  annuities  and  custodial  accounts  available 
to  employees  of  the  SFCCD. 

By  LI  resolutions,  the  Governing  Board  at  Its  regular  meetings 
approves  amendments  to  employment  contract  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  tax 
sheltered  annuities  or  contributing  to  tax  sheltered  custodial  accounts. 

After  a  period  of  time,  an  employee  may  decide  to  transfer  or  roll- 
over funds  accumulated  in  a  tax  sheltered  account  to  another  tax  sheltered 
account.   Deferring  income  taxes  on  the  transfer  or  rollover  of  funds  may  be 
accomplished  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  By  having  the  "old"  tax  sheltered  account  transmit  the 
funds  directly  to  the  "new"  tax  sheltered  account,  or 

2.  By  having  an  agreement  between  the  employer  and  the 
employee  in  which  the  employer  agrees  to  transmit  to  the 
"new"  tax  sheltered  account  the  funds  distributed  to  the 
employee  by  the  "old"  tax  sheltered  account.   The  agree- 
ment must  be  executed  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the 
funds  to  the  employee  by  the  "old"  tax  sheltered  account. 

For  employees  of  the  SFCCD  to  defer  income  tax  by  tlio  second  metliod 
cited  above,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Governing;  Board  Lo  exi'ciite  an  agree- 
ment with  the  individual  employee  wishing  to  transfer  or  rollover  tax  slicltered 
funds. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   The  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 

District  has  made  available  to  employees  of  the  SFCCD  a 
tax  sheltered  program  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  403(b)

President  and  Members: 

The  College  Work-Study  and  the  Lab  Aide  programs  at  City  College 
of  San  Francisco  need  additional  funds  to  meet  their  obligations  to 
student  employees  hired  under  the  College  Work-Study  Program,  to  help 
departments  continue  their  services  to  students,  and  to  meet  the  administra- 
tive and  clerical  needs  of  departments. 

The  reasons  for  the  Inadequacy  of  funds  are  as  follows:   The 
unexpected  absence  of  the  usual  Federal  Supplement  to  the  CWS  program, 
the  high  rate  of  CWS  and  lab  aide  earnings  by  students  during  summer  and 
fall  1980,  and  the  Congressional  decision  to  reduce  amounts  of  Basic 
Educational  Opportunity  Grant  awards  by  $50  for  every  student. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community 
college  district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures 
listed  in  the  district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors 
shall  be  the  maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classifica- 
tion of  expenditures  for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the 
undistributed  reserve  (appropriation  for  contingencies)  to  any  expendi- 
ture classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at  any  time 
by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district  governed 
by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  sperintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of 
education,  when  approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  and 
filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
from  the  undistributed  reserve  (appropriation  for  contingencies)  to  any 
expenditure  classification  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  governing  board;  a  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
between  expenditure  classifications  must  be  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  governing  board."

President  and  Members: 

During  1980-81,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  was  awarded  $464,976 
for   the  College  Work  Study  Program.   Of  the  total  dollars  earned  by  students, 
the  College  is  authorized  to  spend  5  per  cent  for  administrative  expenses. 

At  this  time,  the  College  Work  Study  Program  is  experiencing  finan- 
cial pressure  which  will  make  it  impossible  to  meet  obligations  to  student 
employees  without  utilization  of  the  administrative  allowance  as  a  supplement 
to  cover  salaries  during  the  remainder  of  the  1980-81   academic  year. 

Reasons  for  the  inadequacy  of  current  funds  include  an  increase  in 
the  minimum  wage  rate  of  $3.10  to  $3.47  per  hour.  Congressional  decision  to 
reduce  amounts  of  Basic  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  awards  by  $50  for  every 
student,  the  unexpected  absence  of  the  standard  Federal  supplement  to  the  CWS 
program,  and  a  major  depletion  of  funds  due  to  high  CWS  earnings  by  students 
during  summer  1980. 

Since  the  CWS  Program  is  of  major  importance  to  the  financial  welfare 
of  City  College  students  and  provides  an  essential  employee  complement  to  the 
College,  it  is  necessary  to  utilize  the  Reserve  for  Administrative  expenses  in 
the  College  Work  Study  Program. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

This  matter  arises  out  of  the  construction  of  Cloud  Hall  East  on 
the  City  College  campus.   The  original  contract  price  was  $6,757,300.00  with 
a  construction  period  of  650  days.   The  starting  date  was  October  7,  1974  and 
the  original  scheduled  completion  date  was  July  17,  1976.   Modifications  to  the 
contract  amounted  to  $277,000.00  additional  and  numbered  about  fifty.   The  com- 
pletion of  the  project  was  delayed  by  inclement  weather,  differing  site  condi- 
tions, two  strikes,  contract  modifications  and  to  lack  of  diligence  on  the  part 
of  the  contractor.   Beneficial  occupancy  of  the  building  was  not  achieved  until 
June  2,  1978  which  was  685  days  beyond  the  originally  scheduled  completion  date. 

The  Pacific  Company  -  Engineers  and  Builders,  of  Berkeley,  a  general 
contractor,  sued  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Superior  Court  No.  746342, 
for  breach  of  a  public  works  contract.   In  addition  to  Its  own  claim  it  brouglit 
claims  on  behalf  of  fifteen  of  Its  subcontractors.   Among  other  things,  the 
Contractor  alleged  that  the  City  breached  the  contract  in  the  following  regards: 
A)  City  furnished  Contractor  incorrect  and  misleading  plans  and  specifications 
and  thus  breached  the  implied  warrant  of  correctness  of  said  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, B)  City  made  excessive  design  changes  and  took  unreasonably  long  periods 
of  time  in  making  such  changes,  C)  City  withheld  excessive  amounts  of  progress 
payments  due  to  the  Contractor  under  said  contract  and  required  Contractor  to 
perform  change  order  work  and  refused  to  pay  the  extended  overhead  cost  of  such 
work.   The  Contractor  sought  damages  in  the  sum  of  $1,995,469.00. 

The  S.  F.  City  Attorney  has  been  representing  the  SFCCD  interest  in 
this  matter.   After  exhaustive  discovery,  intensive  analysis,  and  several 
settlemenL  conferences  with  .ln(i)u>  Lugene  I-ynch,  .i  liiil;iliv<'  set!  Icmi'iU  w;is 
finally  reached  in  the  amount  ol  $700,000  for  the  Contractor.   I'he  S.  F,  City 
Attorney  believes  that  the  settlement  by  payment  of  $700,000  to  the  contractor 
as  proposed  by  Judge  Lynch  would  be  in  the  best  Interest  of  the  SFCCD.

Since  September  1,  1975,  the  adjoining  buildings  at  765  Harrison 
and  425  Fourth  Streets  have  been  leased  to  house  the  automotive  and  welding 
programs  of  the  John  A.  O'Connell  Community  College  Technical  Center. 

The  lease  provides  that  the  lessors  shall  apply  annually  to  the 
Assessor  for  a  real  property  tax  exemption  for  the  portion  of  the  property 
leased  for  public  school  purposes.   The  lease  further  provides  that  lessors 
shall  immediately  refund  to  lessee  any  tax  credits  received  as  a  result  of 
the  tax  exemption  in  excess  of  $15,140.62.   It  was  recently  discovered  that 
the  SFCCDhad  not  been  credited  with  the  tax  credit  through  mutual  mistake. 
The  tax  credit  amounts  to  $54,044.08  for  the  1976-77  through  1980-81  tax 
years. 

When  informed  of  the  oversight,  the  lessors  acknowledged  the  amount 
owing  and  offered  to  negotiate  because  of  their  unfavorable  cash  position. 
Since  the  current  lease  expires  on  August  31,  1985,  we  explored  the  possibility 
of  a  renewal  option.   In  return  for  waiving  all  monies  due  (including  Interest) 
for  real  estate  tax  credits  for  the  tax  years  1976-77  through  1980-81,  the 
lessors  are  willing  to  grant  a  five-year  renewal  option  at  existing  terms 
and  conditions. 

Because  of  the  non-portability  of  the  program,  and  the  favorable 
rental  rate,  and  the  rapidly  escalating  rental  values  of  the  areas  surrounding 
the  Moscone  Center,  the  San  Francisco  Director  of  Property  has  advised  the 
SFCCD  to  approve  this  Amendment  if  the  SFCCD  has  intentions  of  remaining 
there  after  August  31,  1985.

On  August  19,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  800819-Bl  the  Governing  Board 
adopted  the  final  budget  for  the  SFCCD  for  the  fiscal  year  1980-81.   Included 
in  the  General  Fund  was  a  revenue  amount  of  $390,000  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  derived  from  the  Adult  Education  Act  of  1966  (P.L.  89-750). 
This  amount  was  based  on  an  application  submitted  by  the  District  to  conduct 
Adult  Basic  Education  classes  throughout  San  Franicsco.   The  approved  funding 
was  to  augment  the  District  budget  in  providing  these  classes,  as  well  as  to 
fund  special  activities  in  Adult  Basic  Education,  e.g.,  reading  diagnostic 
services . 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Final  Budget  for  fiscal  1980-81  by  the  Governing 
Board,  the  Centers  Division,  because  of  increase  in  demand,  has  continuously 
increased  its  offerings  in  Adult  Basic  Education.   Due  to  this  increase  in  our 
offerings,  we  would  be  eligible  to  obtain  an  additional  $109,200  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

Education  Code  Section  85210  requires  the  Governing  Board  to  adopt  a 
resolution  setting  forth  the  intention  of  the  District  to  expend  the  additional 
amount  of  $109,200  and  that  we  advertise  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  budget 
before  appropriating  these  funds.

President  and  Members: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  on  August  18,  1980  adopted  a  policy 
recommended  by  the  Human  Rights  Commission  regarding  the  use  of  slurs  by 
City  officials  and  employees.   By  letter  dated  September  2,  1980,  the  SFCCD 
was  requested  to  adopt  the  policy,  widely  disseminate  it,  and  to  rigorously 
enforce  it. 

On  August  22,  1980,  the  Laborers  International  Union  of  North 
America,  Local  261,  on  behalf  of  some  SFCCD  employees,  filed  a  Representation 
Petition  with  the  State  of  California  Public  Employment  Relations  Board  (PERB) 
Our  Chief  Labor  Negotiator  informed  us  that  under  the  provisions  of  SB  160, 
Government  Code  Sections  3540  to  3549.3  Meeting  and  Negotiating  in  Public 
Educational  Employment  and  in  the  light  of  recent  decisions  of  PERB  in  CSEA 
v  Healdsburg,  the  action  requested  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  would 
constitute  an  unfair  labor  practice  if  implemented  by  the  SFCCD  Governing 
Board.   "Evaluation"  is  deemed  a  negotiable  item,  and  while  a  petition  for 
recognition  is  pending,  the  Governing  Board  is  precluded  from  taking  a  uni- 
lateral action  on  a  negotiable  item  and  also  is  precluded  from  negotiating 
the  item  for  lack  of  an  exclusive  representative.   The  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion by  letter  dated  September  22,  1980  was  so  informed. 

By  letter  dated  January  9,  1981,  PEBIB  informed  the  SFCCD  that  the 
pending  Representation  Petition  was  withdrawn.   The  SFCCD  Governing  Board  is 
now  legally  permitted  to  implement  the  Civil  Service  Commission  request  con- 
tained in  Its  letter  of  September  2,  1980.   It  is  suggested  that  the  "Policy 
Regarding  The  Use  Of  Slurs  By  City  Officials  And  Employees"  as  adopted  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  be  added  in  toto  to  the  SFCCD  Policy  Manual 
Chapter  4  Classified  Employees. 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"Adoption  of  Policies,  Bylaws  and  Regulations.   Any  policy  or 
regulation  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed 
by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing 
notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous 
meeting.

and   to  refrain  from  the  willful   or  negligent   use  of  slurs  against 
any  person  on   the  basis  of  race,    color,    creed,   national  origin, 
ancestry ,    age,   sex,   sexual  orientation  or  disability.      A  slur,    as 
used  in    this  policy,    is   a   word  or   combination  of  words   that  by 
its   very   utterance  inflicts  injury,   offers  little  opportunity  for 
response,    appeals  not   to  rational  faculties,   or  is  an  unessential 
or  gratuitous  part  of  any  exposition  of  fact  or  opinion.      All 
persons  are  entitled  by  law  to  the  right  of  equal    treatment  and 
respect.      Slurs  deprive  members  of  the  protected  groups  of  this 
right  by  holding  them  up  to  public  contempt,   ridicule,   shame,   and 
disgrace  and  causing  them  to  be  shunned,   avoided  or  injured  in 
their  occupation.      By  promoting  ill   will   and  rancor,   slurs 
diminisiii  J^eace  and  order.

The  use  of  such  slurs  by  City  officials  or  employees  will 
be  considered  by  commissions,   departments,   agencies,   boards,   or 
appointing  authorities  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  lack  of 
competence  of  said  City  officials  and  employees.      Evidence  of 
usage  of  such  slurs  shall  be  entered  in  job  performance  evaluations 
and  shall  be  considered  in  evaluating  the  fitness  of  City  employees.
